The search paid off as Commandant (Junior Grade) Satish Kumar located one survivor 
clinging on to a bush. The winch was promptly lowered and the survivor was rescued. 

4 The survivor was immediately taken to Coast Guard Air Station (Chennai) for medical aid and the 
helicopter CG 811 got airborne again to rescue the other survivors. On reaching the area, one lorry w as seen 
drifting precariously in Adyar River with four men frantically wavmg for help. One by one all the tour survn ors 
were picked up and transferred safely to a nearby roof top. This daredevil act by Commandant (Jtmtor Grade) 
Satish Kumar flying low and in adverse flying conditions resulted m saving five lives This rescue by the Indian 
Coast Guard received wide publicity and was covered extensively in the print media as well as in all news 

channels. 

5 Commandant (Junior Grade) Satish Kumar has exhibited exemplaty courage, devotion to duty, supreme 
coordination, decisiveness, methodicity and flying skill which resulted in saving five lives in Adyar Rtver. He has 
upheld the high traditions of the service and its motto "We Protect” and bought laurels to toe service Commandant 
(Junior Grade) Satish Kumar (0308-X) is therefore awarded the Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur (0379-L) joined the Indian Coast Guard on 02 January 1994. 
The officer is a Chetak Helicopter pilot and was awarded wings on 20 June 1998. The olficer lias vast flying 
experience of 2060 Hrs to his credit. The officer reported to Port Blair Chetak Flight as Flight Commander 
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on 02 April 2005 and has since then, undertaken many mission with a positive approach which speaks of his 
foresight, leadership and maturity. 

2. The Andaman and Nicobar Police approached the Indian Coast Guard on 10 Jun 05 and informed 
that a boat which had left Havelock Island on 8th June 05 for Port Blair was reported missing on its way to 
Port Blair. The Maritime rescue coordination center, Port Blair took over the mission and tasked Coast Guard 
Helicopter for Search and Rescue of the missing boat. 

3. The conditions were hostile for flying as it was raining heavily and visibility was poor. Commandant 
Praveen Gaur (Junior Grade) took the challenge and decided to fly the mission himself as the conditions 
demanded experience and skillful flying. Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur took off amidst heavy 
downpour and set course to Havelock. After an extensive search in the hostile conditions he located the boat 
on the south west side of Havelock Island, around 20 Nautical Miles (NM) from Port Blair. Soon he located 
a person on the boat waving the help. Both the persons were injured and tired. Strong surface winds and sea 
state made the winching operation a difficult task but Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur as pilot in 
command used his skills and experience to handle the situation and keeping ail safety measures he picked up 
both the survivors. Despite bad weather, Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur successfully rescued both 
the persons and won accoiades for the Indian Coast Guard. 

4. On 27 January 06, the local police and Vandoor fishermen association informed the Indian Coast 
Guard authorities about a boat, which had gone missing with two fishermen on 26 January 2006. Immediately 
CG 803 was launched for Search and Rescue mission of the mission personnel. After carrying out the 
reconnaissance around North Sentinel Island, Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur Finally located a boat 
with maching description on the North Eastern edge of the Island. It was a tough task to confiim the boat's 
identity as the boat was surrounded by the sentinelese tribals. Tribes of North Sentinel Island are well known 
for theft hostility towards any outsider. As the helicopter closed in they all aimed theft bows & arrows towards 
the helicopter. Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur with a view to distract the tribals, maneuvered the 
chopper to other side of the island. All the tribes followed the aircraft thinking that it was landing. Commandant 
(Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur then quickly flew the helicopter to the place where the boat was around. On a 
closure look, two sand heaps were found next to the boat, which indicated that these tribals had buried the 
fishermen. Taking a calculated risk Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur meneuvered the helicopter 
around the sand heaps. Meanwhile the aborigines of North Sentinel Island has started returning towards the 
boat. Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur took the helicopter out of the range of theft arrows and flying 
tactfully collected valuable information. This information was vital as till date no interaction could be held with 
these hostile aborigines. The aircraft was then flown back safely to the Port Blair. 

5. Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur (0379-L) exhibited exemplary bravery, devotion to duty 
and mature outlook, which resulted in the saving of two precious lives at sea. He has upheld the high traditions 
of the Indian Coast Guard serivce and its motto ”We Protect". In view of his dedication to duty, compassion 
for people in distress, outstanding professionalism, unmatched courage and service before self attitude 
Commandant (Junior Grade) Praveen Gaur (0379-L) is awarding Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

Deputy Commandant Sujeet Dwivedi (0448-Q) joined the Indian Coast Guard on 16 July 1995 and 
joined Indian Coast Guard Ship (ICGS) Annie Besant on 27 April 2004 as a Watch Keeping Officer. Since 
then he has carried out various duties assigned to him in the most sincere and professional manner. 

2. On 28 May 2006, the Fisheries department and Administrative authorities of the Udupi District 
informed the Coast Guard District Headquarters No. 3 at New Mangalore that 200 fishing boats had been 
stranded off St. Marys Group of Islands, due to prevailing rough weather and requested for assistance. Indian 
Coast Guard Ship Annie Besant was directed to sail with despatch from New Mangalore to undertake the 
Search and Rescue operation. In the absence of the regular Commanding Officer who was on leave, the ship 
under the Command of Deputy Commandant Sujeet Dwivedi at that time immediately proceeded towards the 
area. He briefed all ship’s personnel and made them understand the importance of the Search and Rescue 
mission and the expectations which the civil administration and the fishing community had from the Coast Guard. 
The ship arrived at the designated area on 29 May 06 and sanitized the area around St Mary's Group of 
Islands. The ship was also joined by two merchant vessels which had been tasked by the Director General 
Shipping for the same purpose. 

3. During the on-going search, the Malpe Port Control informed the ship about a Fishing Vessel 'Anupama' 
with six fishermen on board, anchored off Malpe anchorage due to total engine failure since the last two days. 
The officer decided to throw two life-bouys tied along with heaving lines from the foxle of the ship towards 
the fishing boat. The Ship's engines had to be maneuvered so as to keep a safe distance from the boat and 
also to prevent banging of the ship into the boat due to heavy swell and winds. Two of the fishermen were non¬ 
swimmers and hence it became difficult to persuade them to jump into the sea. The officer then decided to utilize 
the fishing net floats of the boat for lowering and keeping the non-swimmers afloat. The other fishermen were 
advised to jump and told to securely hold to the life-bouys. Subsequently, they were manually towed one by 
one towards the ship where the ladder was rigged up alongwith the safety line. The rescue operation lasted for 
about one and half hours and all the six fishermen were safely brought on board. 

4. Deputy Commandant Sujeet Dwivedi (0448-Q) exhibited exemplary bravery, devotion to duty and 
mature outlook, which resulted in the saving of 10 precious lives at sea. He has upheld the high traditions of 
the Indian Coast Guard and its motto 'Vyam Rakshamaha' (We Protect). His actions haved rought immense 
laurels to the Indian Coast Guard Service. Deputy Commandant Sujeet Dwivedi (0448-Q) is therefore awarding 
Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

2. On 28 February 2006, Coast Guard Air Station, Daman received a telephonic call from the Local 
Police Station for providing fire-fighting assistance for major fire reported in the chemical godown of Maruti 
Petro Chemicals, Daman. The prime-facie reveals that the fire occurred on the tanker filled with industrial 
chemicals in drum and was parked near the chemical godown for unloading. 

3. Rising to the occasion the air station responded immediately and fire tenders were despatched for 
providing assistance under the leadership of Mandeep Singh, Pradhan Navik. On reaching the site, he assessed 
the situation and found that it was an oil fire. The bursting of an oil tanker ignited the fire in the godown. The 
containers filled with highly inflammable chemicals rapidly started spreading vertically and laterally posing severe 
threat to the other industrial unit in proximity. The Pradhan Navik as a team leader took control of the situation 
and coordinated the operation utilising services of civil fire tenders, in an extremely professional manner. The 
operation continued for 4-5 hours and as the team leader he himself fought relentlessly holding the nose with 
donned protective clothing and entered the fire not caring the personal comfort high temperature and risk to 
his life, there displayed exemplary courage and sense of sacrifice in accomplishing the task assigned. The fire 
was finally extinguished. The dare devil act by the Pradhan Navik not only prevented colossal lose to the man 
and material to the adjacent factories but also brought kudos to the Coast Guard organisation.

Commandant Ganti Mahapatra Sreenivas (0205-P) Tatrakshak Medal (TM) took over the command of 
841 Squadron (Coast Guard) based at Indian Coast Guard Air Station Daman on 11 April, 06. The officer 
is an accomplished pilot with 2635 hours of accident/incident free flying experience on Chetak and Dhruv 
(Advance Light Helicopter) helicopters and is the First Qualified Flying Instructor in Coast Guard. 

2. On 8 August, 06, information was received about flooding of Surat town due to incessant rain and 
overflowing of Tapi River meandering through the Surat Town. He was tasked in a Chetak Helicopter, from 
Air Station Daman to assess the situation and assist in rescue and relief operations. During the reconnaissance 
of the inundated areas, he spotted 5 persons stranded in waist deep water over the roof of their hutments 
desperately clinging to a rope. To save themselves from being washed off. He immediately assessed die situation 
and decided to rescue them. An aircrew diver was lowered and all 5 persons were winched up and evacuated 
to safer place. During this operation, he exhibited skill in deft handling of helicopter in inclement weather and 
strong surface winds while operating in restricted area. Subsequently additional air effort from three services 
was pressed into service, which involved massive flood relief operation involving more than 30 helicopters. 
Under his command three Coast Guard Chetak Helicopters were pressed for flood relief operations from dawn 

to dust for six days. 

3. The relief and rescue operation continued till 15 Aug 06 the squadron carried out more than 100 sorties 
for Surat town, dropped about 11 tons of relief material and saved 15 lives. He exhorted, motivated and led 
his unit from the front to provide much needed succor in the form of food, water and medical aid to the 

marooned population of Surat. 

4 On 11 Aug 06 the Base Operation Centre at Surat informed him that few persons were trapped under 
high tension cable lattice mast, in the middle of Tapi River and no helicopter from other services was able to 
rescue them. Comdt. Sreenivas maneuvered his helicopter in close proximity of these high tension wires wi 
iust 3 feet clearance between rotor tip and the mast and directly under the high tension cable. The c**e was 
live and carrying high voltage current at the time of rescue. His daring feat helped to save precious lives hanging 
for survival. A total number of 7 persons including 2 women and 3 children were rescued in this dare devil 
operation. The rescued people were later air lifted to Surat airfield for urgent medical attention. 

5. Comdt. GM Sreenivas exhibited exemplary courage, supreme co-ordination and praiseworthy flying 
skills under adverse weather conditions, which resulted in saving seven lives in Surat. He has upheld the high 
traditions of services and its motto "We Protect’'. Owing to his conspicuous act of bravery, devotion to duty, 
Comdt. GM Sreenivas (0205-P) is awarded President’s Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

Rajesh Kumar, Pradhan Navik (QA), Air Crew Diver (ACD) (02413-P) is an immensely experienced Air 
Crew Diver with vast flying experience of over 1086 hours. A true professional, he has participated in various 
daring operations throughout his career and saved numerous valuable lives. 

2. On 11 Jun 2005, a small boat with 2 crew was reported missing on its way to Port Blair from 
Havelock. An immediate sortie was launched for Search & Rescue (SAR) of missing boat and crew R. Kumar 
P/Nvk(QA) was tasked during the mission as Air Crew Diver and winch operator. The conditions were not 
suitable for a search mission as it was raining heavily causing bad visibility. After an extensive search in 
challenging conditions, he located the boat on Western side of Havelock Islands. The survivors were located 
on the boat which was stuck in such a position that winching the persons became difficult Strong surface winds 
and rough sea conditions made winching all the more difficult. In such challenging conditions, ACD R. Kumar 
rose to the occasion. Suggesting the pilot to keep the helo over the survivor, R. Kumar picked up the first 
survivor from the boat which was swaying badly due to heavy sea conditions. 

3. Veiy soon he winched up the second survivor who was stuck up in the thick foliage nearby. He 
efficiently directed the pilot to keep the aircraft at safe distance from the trees and at the same time, maneuvered 
the rescue strop precisely over the survivor. R. Kumar's perseverance and dedication made this difficult 
operation a success and his commitment resulted in saving of two lives. 

4. In addition, on 30 April 2006, during a routine sortie, crew of CG 803 sighted a Burmese boat with 
poachers. Though there was no gun fitted on the helicopter at that time and he was unarmed, R. Kumar 
managed to apprehend a poacher. R. Kumar has performed his duties with great determination and has been 
a key factor in various SAR and anti poaching operations. 

5. Rajesh Kumar, P/Nvk(QA) (02413-P) exhibited exemplary courage and devotion to duty which 
resulted in saving two lives from the stranded boat under adverse weather conditions. He has upheld the high 
traditions of service and its motto "We Protect". Rajesh Kumar, P/Nvk(QA) (02413-P) is therefore awarded 
Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry).

2. On X 1 August 2006, Coast Guard Helicopter CG-806 was tasked by Base Operation Surat Airfield, 
to locate and rescue some civilians stranded in overflowing Tapi River. On locating these stranded civilians, it 
was noticed that the cement platform was in middle of fast flowing river water and was supporting the mast 
for high tension electric wires. It was very difficult to maneuver the helicopter close to the cement platform, due 
to strong surface winds, rain, strong flow of water and high voltage power supply in cables on the mast. R. 
K. Yadav U/Nvk was lowered by the winch in fast flowing river water, while the helicopter hovered under live 
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wires with helicopter rotor disc just a few feet from the mast. He approached the stranded civilians and 
winched up three children, two ladies and two men, one by one. They were later evacuated to Surat Airfield 
where they were provided much needed medical aid. 

3. R. K. Yadav U/Nvk was also involved in droping flood relief material from the helicopter, on rooftops 
for stranded civilians, for six days, from dawn to dusk. 

4 R K Yadav U/Nvk (ACD) (04379-H) displayed exemplary courage under unfavourable weather 
conditions’ which resulted in saving seven lives. His devotion to duty and professional competence has upheld 
the high traditions of Service. R. K. Yadav, U/Nvk (ACD) (04379-H) is therefore awarded the Tatrakshak

The area was surrounded by the 
extremists who were firing continously, 

3. The helicopter was brought down at about 100 feet over the casualty and it was handled at its extreme 
limits by Deputy Commandant Ameet Satish Korgaonkar. The casualty was winched up amidst heavy firing by 
the extremists in the area and was handed over to the police authorities for immediate medical assistance at 

Visakhapatnam.

2. On 22 September, 2007, Assistant Commandant Sidharth Bhandari was tasked to undertake a 05 
hours Maritime Reconnaissance (MR) air sortie on the western seaboard along the International maritime 
Boundary Line. The weather had been bad for many days and almost 20 sorties had been cancelled. The pilot 
faced heavy rainfall with gusting winds upto 40 km/hrs and zero visibility at air base on the return leg. 

3. While landing at short finals, the windshield wiper of the Domier aircraft malfunctioned. The right engine 
also failed. At this juncture, the runway was visible purely on pilot judgement. Suddenly, the aircraft viciously 
yawed towards the right alongwith unusual loss of altitude. It would have taken less than two seconds to crash. 
The officer maintained his calm, straightened the aircraft nose and undertook a controlled landing. As the aircraft 
landed, it started swinging towards the right. He skillfully maneuvered the aircraft on wet runway surface and 
brought it to a safe halt. Landing aircraft with port engine giving forward thrust and the starboard malfunctioning 
engine producing reverse thrust is a hair-raising situation very rare in a aviation history. 

4. Assistant Commandant Sidharth Bhandari (0610-L) is therefore awarded Tatrakshak Medal (Gallantry) 
for saving an aircraft in an emergent situation.

The SO chased the fishing boat forcing it to ultimately head towards 
the shores of Musaltivu in the Gulf of Mannar. Requesting for reinforcement, he meanwhile kept a constant 
watch. The re-enforcement in the form of a Hovercraft-183 (H-l 83) arrived at first light. The suspicious boat 
was found abandoned with 67 packages containing more than 50,000 dry cells and was apprehended. Based 
on the information of Roshan Singh Pal, the main accused was arrested by State Intelligence Bureau and 
charged under National Security Act. It was later revealed that the consignment of dry cells was meant for LTTE.
